Tins 
should never have happened under any drcumstaiKe, 

Afl the tmie that I knew Mr. Roudi^ I found him to be a very intimidating 
person* He is also dishcm^^L He stated that fee hou^ was "sold'"^ when it was 
not He tised imscruptdous tactics and threatened inyfamilY that caused me to 
mxjf^eoiAiive tnontlts bH^orewv lease expired under extreme drcumstmices. 
Apparenfly, he did this so he could earn a real estate commission that he would 
have ofeerw^ not ^med had I^tayed aM procchased fee ho^ as origmally 
intended. Il^eve^&.Roudishouldbepunl^iedforh^^^t^ 
and for fee pain and humiliation that he l^s caus^ for niy famJiy and me.
